On page two of the typed draft it says, "There is edpna and ecbhymosls 
of tne inner oanthus region of the left eyelid"— olacx eye. It al3o 
say 3 that the right supra-orbltal ridge was broken.

410* This pre— autopsy exam, may be important. There is no mention 
of it anylfhere in the printed record— all say that X-rays and plx ware 
taken immediately.
